Education of 
Heart and Hand 
Needed In U.S. 


“What America needs today is 
complete education of the children 
—education of the hand and heart 
besides the head.” This was the 
statement made by John Brown, 
famous founder of an Arkansas 
college, who spoke before an au- 
dience that was estimated at over 
1,000 people at the Junior high 
school auditorium last night 

He declared that the children 
of today are “lopsided,” That the 
head is educated, but the hands 
and hearts are neglected. The 
majority of the people of today 
think that education means pre- 
paration for a white coilared job, 
instead of preparation for trades, 
commerce and _ agriculture, hoe 
stated. 

“This must be reversed!"’ Brown 
declared. ‘Education must tend to- 
ward the mill, farm and_ shops. 
The youth of today must be taught 
to work. Some one must work or 
the whole nation will starve to 
death. America must produce her 
producers.” . 

“The girls must become ‘home 
makers or all America will go on 


the rocks!’ was another of his 
statements. : 
He told the audience that the 


cause of crime among the youths 
ot today is the fact that “the 
youth of today has no work to 
do.” 

“TI believe in the aristocracy ot 
labor!” he announced. 

He announced that the schools 
of today should be divided into 
two shifts. The. morning shift 
should be turned to the education 
from books while the afternoon 
from 2 o‘clock to 4 o'clock should 
be turned to vocational training. 

In concluding his.address, Brown 
declared that even with the train- 
ing of the hands and brains, the 
heart should not be left out. The

FERRY COMPAN 
SEEKS TO CUT 
FEARY ATES 
ONS. F BAY 


Railroad Commission Refuses 
To Grant Cut in Fares Until 
After Hearing 


A new cut of the rates on auto- 
mobiles was asked by the Golden 
zate Ferry company yesterday 
From the State railroad commis= 
sion. This will be an approximate 
redution of ten per cent. of the 
present rates. 

The new plan 


is to deduct five 
cents which will result in a rate 
of 69 cents on automobiles and 80 
cents for automobile trucks. The 
Plan for the new rates is being 
considered for May 1 of this year. 

The commission received 
communication yesterday while it’ 
was in session. The commission, 
instead of accepting the offer im- 
mediately, set April 12 as the date 
for which a hearing will be held 
to ascertain whether the company 


can reduce the rates lower, than 
present rates between San Fran- 
cisco and Sausalito. 


The officials of the company de- 
clare that this is only to discredit 
the company’s reduction plan. A. O. 
Stewart, president of the company 
who believes this cut will increase 
the amount of transportation great- 
ly, said that facts and figures will 
prove that the present reduction 
is as low as possible and the rates 
cannot be reduced further. 

This is 


the first time that a 
company has voluntarily reduced 
its rates. Now that the company 


has done so, the commission prob- 
ably feels justified in attempting 
to improve by virtually ordering a 
Sreater reduction. 

In order to determine whether or 
not this futher cut will be desir- 
able, Commissioner Seavey will Aold 
a hearing on the question 
the rates go into effect.

_Six Billion Is U. S. 
Building Program 


BEDFORD, Ind., March 10.—Two 
dollars a family is the 
building levy for one year in the 
United States. And with the pop- 
ulation growing by leaps and 
bounds, it is anticipated approxi- 
mately 800,000 new structures of 
high quality will be erected dur- 
ing 1926. Experts predict another 
$6,000,000,000 building year.

Quarrymen’s Association in a sur- 
vey on various..types of construc- 
tion planned for the coming year. 
“The drift from the large apart- 
building and _ pretentious 
dwelling to the smaller house is 
due largely to ‘the exodus from 
city to suburb.

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CONDITIONS IN CHINA 
ARE SET FORTH IN A 
LETTER RECEIVED HERE 


conditions as they 
in China during these days of un- 
rest there are graphically = set 
forth in a letter which has been 
received in Stockton by Dr. H. 
E. Milnes from his daughter Miss 
Frances Milnes who js teaching 
school there. The letter which 
Was written on December 28 oi 
last year follows: . 

Friends just out from home tell 
us that the home side newspapers 
are carrying news about China 
these days since we are having 
war. In that ease very probably 
you know more about it than 
we do for we only hear of the 
trouble centered about Tientsin 
since our communication with the 
north and south was cut off early 
in December. I think, to be exact, 
that it has been two weeks and 
five days that the railroads have 
been absolutely closed for any- 
thing except the movement of 
troops. According to the protocol 
of 1901 the various world powers 
have kept troops stationed here in 
North China in order to keep the 
railroad open from the legations 
in Pekin to the sea at Chingwan- 
gtao thus to avoid any repitition 
of the Boxer Rebellion ot 1900. At 
the first hint of trouble the train 
simply stopped running. The var- 
ious foreign commanders immedi- 
ately prepared and tried to send 


International train 

Japanese, 

French and Italian soldiers. It 
reached Peking safely but on its 
return trip was stopped at the 


front lines which were then about 
half way between here and Pek- 
ing and forced to return to Pek- 
ing. 
SeveralSother International trains 
have been started out since then 
but none of them have been able 
to go through. So we are cut off 
from the rest of China as only the 
foreign cable service is available 
for use. We can’t even put a 
phone call through to Peking. 
Since the war of last fall Tien- 
tsin has been under the control 
of Marshall. Chang, the Manchur- 
ian war lord. He appointed a 
civil and military governor, Li 
Ching Lin, one of his chief hench- 
men, and his coming into power 
certainly has many a hard tear 
for Tientsin as he has used every 
means to enrich himself at the 
expense of the people. Everything 
taxable has been taxed exho pe 
tantly. Chinese friends tell us of 


a. meeting being called in a big 
town hall; where the people were 


assembled the doors were closed 
end those merchants and wealthy 
men forced to stay until they had 
promised ljurge sums: of money. 
We don’t feel so badly over the 
rich being forced to pay for the 
Chinese pay no income tax, but 
the small shop-keepers and the 
poor collies are made to pay as 
heavily and consequently are suf- 
ferily badly. 


Chang is heartily detested by 
the people of Chihli for they feel 
that he being a Msnohuriap in 
more or less of an interloper here. 
Early this fall fighting began 
north near Shan Hai Kuan. Grad- 
ually the fighting line moved down 
our way. The National army 
forces under General Fong, the 
Christian general and the only 
one of his kind in China, met 
Li’s men between here and Peking 
and fighting began there. It was 
apparent to all that Tientsin was 
the objective, for Tientsin beside 


being a wealthy city is an im- 
portant port and (filled With 
soldiers of Li, some on guard all 
through the. native city, others 


on their way to the front from 
the south, and-° still others 
wounded returning from the bat- 
tle line. The Chinese are terrified 
of soldiers and they have some 
reason to be for with the except- 
ion of Fong’s troops the army is 
recruited from bandit groups or 
from the very lowest classes. 
When Li moved his troops into 
the city the exodus to the Foreign 
Concessions commenced. The 
rich Chinese packed up _ their 
household belongings and moved 
in, lock, stock and barrel. Some 
moved in automobiles, some in 
carriages, others in carts, and 
pthers less fortunate in rickshas. 


From the gates of our- com- 
pound we could watch the never 


exist 


school girls remaining in the dor- 
mitory were in constant state of 
fear which we could do little to 
allay; we could only try to keep 
them amused and this kept their 
minds off the guns. 


On the twenty-third we heard 
that Fong and his men were just 
outside the city and would enter 
as socn as they could make their 
way in. That evening the com- 
mander of the small Japanese 
garrison near us called and as- 


sured us of his protection if nec- 
cessary and promised that his 
troops would patrol the Street in 
front of our compound during the 
night. Our compound is in the 
native city so we receive no pro- 
tection from American troops un- 
less we go into the foreign con- 
cessions which none of us. did. 
However as we are near the Jap- 
anese Concession, the Japanese 
officer seemed to feel some _ re- 
sponsibility towards us. We heard 
shots in the city that night and 
in the morning learned that many 
hand-battles had been fought 
underg cover of darkness. Loot- 
ing had been started in the night 
and was still going on. Feng was 
occupying a portion of the city 
and Li was making his last stand 
in that section of the city where 
we were. It was exciting, to put 
it mildly. And all this the day 
before Christmas. 

From the second story windows 
of the school house we could 
easily see the street. Long lines 
of carts went past filled with loot. 
It was reported that these men 
of Li’s had not been paid for 
three or five months so they were 
trying to secure what they could 
as they retreated. Many of these 
retreating soldiers, so lacking was 
their feeling of loyalty to their 
leader, seemed to have but one 
thought and that was to get into 
civilian clothes as soon as possible, 
and thus desert more easily. Civi- 


lians were held up and _ their 
garments taken from them at 
the point of a gun. One man 


was shot down just outside our 
gate because he didn’t get out 
of his clothes quickly enough to 
suit the soldier. A group of flee- 
ing soldiers would come running 
down the street, berd civilians in- 
to shops or behind buildings and 
a tew moments lacer the same 
g-oup of men would appear this 
ime clad in civiliaa clothes but 
stl armed and able to do more 
looting or damage. This trans- 
formation might be seen at in- 
tervals all through the day. As 
shooting was going on in the 
streets on all sides of us, our 
gates were kept tightly shut and 
none of us ventured out. While 
we probably would not have been 
molested ourselves, we didn’t 
fancy getting in the way of a 
stray bullet even though it might 
have been aimed at some one else. 

Christmas Eve was a time of 
great anxiety for no one could 
predict just what new develop- 
ment the night would bring forth. 
We dared not let the girls see 
that we felt uneasly for. that 
would simply have doubled their 
fears. So shut in here away from 
Christmas festivities which the 
foreign community was having we 
passed the queerest sort of “night 
before Christmas” I ever hope to. 
have. 


When I awoke Christmas morn- 
ing the first thing that struck 
my consciousness was the fact 
that the firing had stopped for 
the first time in over two weeks. 
It surely was a blessed relief. 
Some time in the middle of the 
orning our gateman came run- 
ning in to call us out to the gate. 
During the night Feng had com- 
pletely gained the city, and now 
his soldiers were marching past 
in orderly, well disciplined lines. 
We could not help constrasting 
these troops with Li’s as to equip- 
ment and general appearance. 
Each soldier had a warm, fur 
lined coat and hat and the rest of 
his equipment seemed to be com- 
plete. These soldiers were follow- 
ed by a cavalry division mounted 
on sturdy little Chinese ponies. 
Later in the morning several hun- 
dred camel from the Mongolian 
plans carrying ammunition and 
supplies padded past. All day 
long machine guns, soldiers, or
